»nonth 52,400 one and one half cent 
stamps, used largely on Christmas 
cards, were sold. The record day 
was the twenty-first when 21,000 
were issued. In 1935 the total one 
and a half cent stamps sold during 
the 24-day period was 43,000, and 
the highest sale in one day was on 
Dec. 20 when 4,200 were issued.

PARIS, Dec. 2« — (UP) — 


France has submitted to the pow- 
ers a drastic new plan to tighten 
embargoes on arms, men and 
money to Spain. 


The plan was submitted as 


French and British ambassadors to 
the chief powers pointed out anew 
the danger of an international ex- 
plosion from the aid now being 
given openly to the factions in the 
Spanish civil war. 


France's new neutrality plan is 


notable for two reasons: 


New Plan Notable 


1.—It envisages strict control of 


financial aid to the factions as well 
as control of the supplies of men 
and arms pouring Into Spain. 


2.—France delivered a special 


copy of the plan to the British 
government with the pledge that 
she herself would accept, on her 
own territory as Spain's 
chief

Paul the Prisoner 


At least five of Paul's 30 years 


of Christian life and service were 
spent as a prisoner, two years at 
Caesarea, one year en route to 
Rome, incident to his appeal to 
Caesar, and two years in Rome, 
followed by a second Roman im- 
prisonment, ending in his execu- 
tion. In none of these did he re- 
gard himself as the prisoner of 
Nero, but always as "the prisoner 
of Jesus Christ", "an ambassador 
in bonds". In prison he was none 
the less active as an evangelist 
and missionary, 
making mission- 


aries of his Roman guards to 
evangelize even Caesar's house- 
hold. Out of these captivities came 
such "prison epistles" as "Ephe- 
sians. Philippians. Colossians, Phil- 
emon snd Second Timothy, through 
which Paul in his lifetime preached 
from his prison to the ends of the 
earth, and through which to this 
day "he being dead yet speaketh."
